From Many States and the 
British Empire Marched 
in Procession—Buried Be- 
neath Floor of the New 
Memorial. 
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Put-in-Bay, O., Sept. n.— With 


solemn religious services, participat- 
ed in by representatives of the Uni- 
ted States and the British empire, 
and with impressive military exer- 
cises, the remains of the six Ameri- 
can and British officers killed in the 
battle of Lake Erie 
one 
hundred 


years ago today, were today disin- 
terred from the burial plot on the 
shore of Put-in- Bay Island, where 
they have reposed for a century, and 
re-interred in the crypt of the Per- 
ry memorial. This ceremony marked 
the conclusion of the centennial cele- 
bration of the battle of Lake Erie, 
commemorating one hundred jears 
of peace between English speaking 
peoples, under the auspices of the 
commissioners 
appointed 
by 
the 


president of the United States and 
the governors of Ohio, Pennsyhania 
Michigan, Illinois. Wisconsin, New 
York, Rhode Island, Kentucky, Min- 
nesota and Louisiana. 


The preparation for transferring 


th^ remains had been in progress 
for some time. 
The whole of the 


burial enclosure, vhere the remains 
were known to be without designa- 
tion of the particular spot, had been 
excavated over a circular area sixty 
feet in diameter. Such bones of the 
martyrs as had survived a century's 
interment were found to be numer- 
ous, but there was no complete skel- 
eton and no means of identfication 
The remains had been gathered up 
several days ago and placed in a 
copper-lined, hermetically sealed box 
and then 
re-interred 
in the same 


spot, awaiting today's exercises. 


Upon the arrival of the centen- 


nial 
commissioners, 
distinguished 


guests and the military and naval 
escorts of the official party from 
Cedar Point at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing, a procession formed

Lanyon was due 


to arrive here today.
